FREE THE BOOZE 

A chance for Minneapolis to overthrow 
its Prohibition-era restaurant laws 



Sunday morningbloody Mary 
A happy hour nip of Scotch. 
A late-night daiquiri after a 
hard week. 

None of these hoozy delights 
is available at various neighborhood haunts 
across Minneapolis, thanks to an antiquated 
city rule that only grants liquor licenses to 
establishments within a certain geographi¬ 
cal range. 

According to a sweet old-fashioned notion 
known as the “seven-acre rule,” restau¬ 
rants outside of downtown must lie within 
a stretch of seven contiguous commercial 
districts in order to serve hard alcohol. 

But, wait, what about your favorite res¬ 
taurant tucked away in a neighborhood? 
The one servingyou booze for years? That’s 
because you’re special. And also because 
its owners went through the onerous and 
lengthy process of getting an exemption 
from the state legislature. 


This is how we wound up with a cocktail 
menu at Nighthawks in south Minneapolis, 
but only sake and beer at Kyatchi across the 
street; with some of the town’s best drinks at 
Martina in Linden Hills, but only wine and 
beer at the beloved Tilia nearby. Remember 
when Tinto was slingingtacos and margs on 
Lake Street? When they relocated to 54th 
and Penn in south Minneapolis, they had 
to seek a legislative exemption to continue 
serving tequila. 

If this rigmarole seems unnecessary, 
you’ve got a chance to nix the “seven- 
acre rule.” On November 6, the ballot that 
includes the highest offices in the state will 
also ask you the following question: 

Shall the Minneapolis City Charter be 
amended to remove from the City Charter 
the area and spacingrequirementspertaining 
to liquor licenses? 

If you want all restaurants in Minneapolis, 
regardless of location, to have the ability to 


serve cocktails, vote yes. If you like things 
the way they are, vote no. 

Matt Perry, president of the Southwest 
Business Association, leads the ‘Tes on 1” 
campaign. He believes most people don’t 
have a problem with grantingliquor licenses 
to neighborhood restaurants. These busi¬ 
nesses would still have to go through the 
standard application process, and would 
still be required to have a full-menu kitchen 


and make a “substantial amount of income 
from food sales.” 

His biggest concern is ensuring voters 
know to expect the question on their bal¬ 
lots and understand what a “yes” or “no” 
vote means. 

Consider yourself informed: ‘Tes” means 
more cocktails; “no” means more Prohi¬ 
bition-era red tape for local restaurants. 
See you at the ballot box. -h ann ah sayle

‘WE WERE THE THIRD RAIL’ 

Gun control moms go from pariah to power 



I n the darkened diningroom ofW.A. 
Frost, with a murky St. Paul sky driz¬ 
zling outside, cameras clicked and 
whirred. They were trained to catch 
a bunch of moms in red T-shirts. 
Moms Demand Action was once the 
“third rail” of politics, says Annette Luther. 
The red-shirted group has been demanding 
stronger gun control laws since the Sandy 
Hook Elementary massacre in 2012. After 
that, Luther never dropped her kids off at 
school without wondering if this would 
be the last time she’d see them. 

“I don’t think I’ve had a full night of 
sleep since then,” she says. 

Many more shootings at schools, 
churches, and workplaces have happened 
since then. What’s different is the way the 
moms are treated. These days, they’re feted 
by the likes of St. Paul Mayor Melvin Carter, 
Minneapolis Mayor Jacob Frey, and former 
New York mayor Michael Bloomberg. 

“Now politicians want to have their 
pictures taken with us,” says Kathy Vander- 


wall. They’ve gone from being the third 
rail to a lightning rod. In a strange reversal 
of fates, they’ve even seen Republicans 
snub money from the National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation for fear of being associated with 
gun violence. 

The event today is supposed to be part 
thank-you and part rallying cry for the 
Moms, Students Demand Action, and 
survivors of gun violence. There’s a “cau¬ 
tious” optimism in the air, Vanderwall 
says. “But we’ve all had our hopes dashed 
before.” 

Their journey from political poison to 
influence hasn’t all been a victory march. 
Last year, the Moms rallied at the Capi¬ 
tol during the entire legislative session, 
demanding Minnesota lawmakers do 
something—an3Thing—to regulate fire¬ 
arms. They took off work. They brought 
their kids. 

‘We even brought cookies,” state chap¬ 
ter leader Erin Zamoff says. “And they 
did nothing.” 


But they’re watching their representa¬ 
tives carefully, Zamoff says. If they don’t 
take some steps to make it harder for just 
anybody to get their hands on a gun, then 
“we will replace them with leaders who 
will.” 

It’s sad, hard work, volunteer Lori 
Mertes says, constantly knocking on doors, 
endlessly being ignored until, one day, 
they won’t be. It’s work for which the only 


reward has been incremental progress 
toward hypothetical change. 

But this is what mothers do. They toil, 
often thanklessly, for the ensured safety 
of their children. 

That, Mertes says, is the bare minimum 
of what they expect from their elected 
officials. And if they couldn’t manage 
that, “What kind of a country are we?”

GOVERNOR: 

Tim Walz (DFL) v. 

Jeff Johnson (GOP) 

We could've fiad aballs-to- 
the-wall race between urban 
progressive Erin Murphy 
and hardcore conservative 
Tim Pawlenty. Both parties’ 
voters flinched and went 
with the safe choices. 

Tim Walz and Jeff 
Johnson are 
mild-mannered 
dudes who tend not to wear 
fanatical hats. 

Walz has represented 
southern Minnesota 
in Congress for six 
terms. Afarm-town 
teacher and retired 
Army National 
Guard Major General, his 
core comforts are ag policy 
and veterans affairs, though 
he’s got a streak of support for 
LGBTQ and abortion rights. 

Walz shot guns all his life 
and respects the right to own. 

For a while, the NRA showered him with A 
ratings and cash. Shortly after the Parkland 




school shooting, Walz decided to give away 
all the NRA money. He called out that outfit 
for obstructing moderate solutions to gun 
violence, like universal background checks. 
Oh, and: He’d legalize pot if 
elected. So there’s that. 

This is Jeff Johnson’s sec¬ 
ond tilt for governor after 
losing to Mark Da 5 J:on in 
2014. A former lawyer for 
Cargill, Johnson shielded 
that food-and-energy 
monolith from its 
employees’ griev- 
ances. More 
recently a Hen¬ 
nepin County commissioner, 

Johnson is that board’s lone 
holdout against taxes and 
spending, especially 
on rail transit. 

As governor he’d 
restrict abortion 
to about the six- 
week mark—before most 
women would even know 
they’re carrying—claiming 
to value the sanctity of human 
life. Not all of it, though: John¬ 
son thinks health care’s a com¬ 
modity rather than a right, 
and considers any gun control a form of 
blasphemy. 



Johnson has picked up the torch on 
xenophobic rage in a sort of ho-hum, stats- 
manipulatingstyle. In an AlphaNews op-ed, 
he makes a money case against refugees, 
citing a study showing an average refugee 
‘‘costs” taxpayers $107,000. He left out the 
part about that refugee contributing nearly 
$122,000 in taxes in the same period. 

Another time, Johnson said “83 per¬ 
cent” of his constituents opposed Hen¬ 
nepin County adopting sanctuary poli¬ 
cies. That “survey” was based on 165 
people—who were all subscrib¬ 
ers to his listserv emails. It’s 
not as tacky as a MAGA hat, 
but suggests you shouldn’t 
trust Johnson more thanyou 
would your sister-in-law’s 
brother’s Facebook shares.

GENERAL; 

Keith Ellison (DFL) vs. 
Doug Wardlow (GOP) 


What a fucking mess. 

There were hours on the clock before the 
state primary when DFL US. Rep. Keith 
Ellison’s ex-girlfriend Karen Monahan’s 
family came forth with allegations he’d 
serially emotionally abused her, and once 
dragged her off a bed while calling her a 
“fucking bitch.” 
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Monahan has since produced medical 
records sa 5 dngshe suffered PTSD directly 
related to the relationship. Ellison denied 
the bed-dragging incident—Monahan 
claims it was videotaped, but has declined 
to make the clip public—but carefully side¬ 
stepped claims of emotional abuse. “I still 
care for [Karen’s] well-being.” 

Later he admitted to calling her a “bitch,” 
but just one time, and suggested Monahan’s 
allegations stem from her jealousy he’s 
dating someone else. (We’ll pause while 
you rinse and spit to get that bad taste out 
of your mouth.) 

Don’t want to vote for a man like that? 
Sorry. You have to. 

Doug Wardlow’s on-the-record history 
in legal filings and statements is awful 
enough: He’s disgusted by gay people— 
don’t even get him started on transgender 
people—and worked cases for an outfit 
obsessed with the “homosexual agenda.” 
(Doug claimed he was fighting for “free 
speech.”) 

It gets worse. A secret blog Wardlow 
penned while clerking for the Minnesota 
Supreme Court exposed his view of women 
as, essentially, sperm receptacles endowed 
by their creator to carry a man’s child. 
Another writing indicated he’d like to see 
church and state not only together, but 
full-on making out. 

Writing while clerkingis an ethical no-no. 
So would be firing every single 
Democratic attorney in the AG’s 
office, which Wardlow has 
pledged to do. Such a purge 
would allow Wardlow, who 
recently jumped ahead of 
Ellison in statewide polls, 
to pursue a Middle Ages-era 
agenda against women, queer 
people, the accused, and voters. 

Wardlow’s favored parties are 
few: Donald Trump, corpora¬ 
tions, conservative Christians, 
and Doug Wardlow. 

His personal reputation 
is somehow even worse. 

In high school, Wardlow 
picked on gay classmates, 
driving one to the point of 
trying to kill himself That 
man’s name is Ryan Durant. 

He’s speaking out now, telling 
his story, and we can’t think of 
a more fitting agent to drive 
the stake through the heart of Wardlow’s 
horrific career. 

The storylines at play span the spectrum 
of Edgar Allen Poe’s oeuvre. On one side, 
Ellison’s, a mystery. On the other, Ward¬ 
low’s, a pitch-black horror story. 

Don’t want a man like Keith Ellison to 
be your attorney general? Elect him, and 
petition him to resign. The only other 
ending to this story is too dark for Min¬ 
nesota to imagine. 


U.S. SENATE; 

Tina Smith (DFL) vs. 
Karin Housley (GOP) 


Isn*t is just like us to try making a race 
between two women about abunch of men? 

DEL U.S. Sen. Tina Smith is running 
to hold her seat from her opponent, GOP 
State Sen. Karin Housley (R-St. 

Marys Point). 

Housley’s claim to fame 
is husband Phil, National 
Hockey League hall-of- 
famer and hometown hero 
extraordinaire, seen most 
lately skating to Karin’s side 
in campaign ads. 

Smith’s line to this point 
runs through two other 
famous men, and over a third. 

She was chief of staff for Min¬ 
neapolis Mayor R.T. Rybak, 
then took the same gig for 
Gov. Mark Dayton. Then 
last year DFL U.S. Sen. Al 
Franken got #metoo’d, and 
voila: By dint of Dayton’s 
pen, Ms. Smith went to 
Washington. 

Both Rybak and Dayton 
leaned on Smith’s acumen, 
and put big projects on her desk. Rybak 
turned to her to take the lead on respond¬ 
ing to the 35W bridge collapse. 
Under Dayton, Smith stood in 
for the governor when health 
issues acted up. When Day- 
ton fainted during a State 
of the State Speech, Smith 
swept in and literally caught 
him from falling. 

To this man-heavy mix, 
Housley tossed in two more, 
appearing on Fox News to accuse 
Smith of siding with DFL U.S.

One of these 
women knows that.

Amy Klobuchar (DFL) 
V. Jim Newberger (GOP) 


DFL U.S. Sen. Amy Klobuchar is a stone- 
cold career prosecutor, skills she accessed 
with her polite but withering cross-exam¬ 
ination of Brett Kavanaugh, pushing our 
newest Supreme Court justice to 
expose his innermost petulant 
boy. 

Klobuchar guards her 
image closely, eschewing 
local media for the national 
spotlight. Her platitude¬ 
laden press releases are great 
at highlighting low-risk, inof¬ 
fensive crusades. Klobuchar 
issues proclamations and 
avoids heat; hey, she’s asking 
the questions here, pal. 

Here’s some heat: rumors 
of her being a hardass as a 
boss. A report published this 
year by LegiStorm shows 
Klobuchar has the highest 
staff turnover in the Senate.

So who’s Jim Newberger? 
Good question. He’s the GOP state rep from 
Becker best known for being a self-serious 
goofball in general, and a climate 
science denier in specific. 

He voted against alegislative 
resolution to recognize the 
reality of man-made global 
warming, then complained 
about being “persecuted.” 

He’s recently conceded that 
climate change is happening, 
though the true culprit is not 
human activity but... the sun.

Just last session, Newberger 
authored a bill to prohibit 
changing the names of state 
bodies of water, an obvious 
reaction to Minneapolis 
reverting “Lake Calhoun” 
to its Dakotabirthname, ‘"Bde 
Maka Ska.” Newberger’s no¬ 
hope bill was meant to stick 
it to those PC snowflakes from 
the Twin Cities, the economic 
engine of the very state he now 
seeks to represent. Thanks for pla 5 dng, Jim. 

HENNEPIN COUNTY 
ATTORNEY; 

Mike Freeman (DFL) vs. 

Mark Haase (DFL) 


Mike Freeman is open to questions. And 
not just from press, whose calls (and cam¬ 
eras) he’s never shied away from. 

The longtime county prosecutor has met 


or offered to meet with activists who didn’t 
just question his judgment, they despised it. 
He’s taken heat on controversial cases like 
not charging cops who killed Jamar Clark 
and Thurman Blevins, and the charging of 
CeCe McDonald, a 22-year-old transgender 
woman who killed aman in what sure looked 
like a racially charged self-defense death. 

When union activists buttonholed 
Freeman (who didn’t know he was being 
recorded) on why he hadn’t charged 
Mohamed Noor, the cop who shot Justine 
Damond, the attorney bluntly said Noor’s 
partner “gave us shit” to work with. Free¬ 
man sawily impaneled agrand jury to force 
out the answers. 

Freeman’s put away a lot of bad people: 
scores of murderers and rapists are either 
off the streets, or back on them under strict 
supervision. But that’s what we ask his 
office to do. 

Did anyone ask for felony charges on 47 
low-level pot busts (picture: dime bags) 
that occurred on a single block of Henne¬ 
pin Avenue in the first five months of this 
year? They got them an 5 rway, until public 
defenders noticed that, of those on the 
docket, 46 were black. Freeman waived 
charges, saying his office “did not detect 
a pattern.” Shouldn’t it have? 

When controversies arise. Freeman often 
vows change. Expresses remorse. Says he 
wishes things were different. 

What if things were different? 
Attorney Mark Haase has 
spent years outside the sys¬ 
tem, working with criminal 
offenders to restore their vot¬ 
ing rights, seal their juvenile 
records, help them get back 
on their feet—and prevent 
them from becoming re¬ 
offenders. 

Amongprosecutors, Haase’s 
view of criminals is an inter¬ 
esting one: He thinks there are 
fewer of them out there than 
we’re led to believe. (“We 
have a mass criminaliza¬ 
tion problem,” he says.) He 
wants marijuana legal, and 
though he can’t do that on 
his own, he could drop those 
cases from his list. He would 
also cut the cash bail racket, 
which systematically makes 
poor people poorer. 

Haase wants justice, sure. He just realizes 
that doesn’t always end up with someone 
in a cell. 

HENNEPIN COUNTY SHERIFF; 

Rich Stanek vs. 

Dave Hutch 


Look above, and there’s no party affiliation 
next to those names, as the sheriff position 
is technically “nonpartisan.” Bullshit it is. 
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Go back and watch Rich Stanek’s speech 
at the 2016 Republican Party of Minnesota 
Convention. 

Watch the way he relishes saying he’d 
gone to Barack Obama’s White House 
to tell the president ‘‘to keep his 
hands off our guns,” and how 
he’d told “a guy called James 
Comey” to “get serious about 
those charges against Hill¬ 
ary for her email server.” If 
Rich Stanekwere any further 
right-wing he’d self-actualize 
as a Fox News ch 5 n:*on. 

That same year, 2016, Stanek 
sent his deputies across state 
lines to serve on the front lines 
against Native Americans pro¬ 
testing an oil pipeline on the 
graves of their ancestors. 

Once there, the deputies 
clipped in their riot gear 
and went to battle, macing 
protesters and jammingthem 
with batons. 

Is that how Hennepin County 
wants to be known? As a place 
that sends Ilhan Omar to Con¬ 
gress and, on the very same day, gives Rich 
Stanek the keys to the jailhouse? 

If only he had a stronger opponent. 
Dave Hutch seems like a nice fellow, but 
he has low name recognition—turns out 12 
years as a Met Transit cop doesn’t make 
you famous—and his campaign got off to 
a slow start. Some in the boots-on-the- 
ground activist game wondered if Hutch 
had the requisite hunger to topple alongtime 
incumbent. 

Hutch has gotten some help 
since then, as activists and local 
celebs like author Nora Pur- 
mort boosted his name, and 
tried reminding voters that 
yes, there’s another choice 
for sheriff this year. Last 
week Hutch’s campaign got 
another lift-up in the form of 
an endorsement from the afore¬ 
mentioned “Hillary”—whose 
emails, while we’re on the sub¬ 
ject, didn’t reveal an 5 ^inghalf 
as upsetting as the things Rich 
Stanek’s been doing and say¬ 
ing in public, on your dime, 
for the past dozen years. 

Hutch is fighting an uphill 
battle, but he deserves your 
thanks—and your vote—for 
picking a fight with the biggest 
bully in this here county. 

RAMSEY COUNTY SHERIFF; 

Bob Fletcher v. 

Jack Serier 


Bob Fletcher served as Ramsey County 
sheriff for 16 years until 2010. In his time 


in office, he faced harsh criticism for his 
gung-ho approach to gang-busting. His 
investigators were accused of losingtrack of 
cash, cars, and other valuables confiscated 
from the field. He made enemies of 
liberals duringthe 2008 Republi¬ 
can National Convention, when 
his agents raided protesters’ 
headquarters and arrested 
journalists. 

At least Fletcher always 
faced his critics. 

Upon assuming the 
vacancy left by his ex-boss 
Matt Bostrom, Jack Serier told 
county commissioners he’d run 
the agency on a foundation 
of “good character.” Ramsey 
County’s still waiting for that. 
Serier spared no opportu¬ 
nity to punish correctional 
officers and deputies hired 
during Fletcher’s term, 
meanwhile dismissing 
wrongdoing by his support¬ 
ers. He forced depleted staff 
to work overtime in a jail with 
broken cameras and metal detec¬ 
tors. Inmates in lockdown for days on end 
flooded their cells in protest. Correctional 
officers wrote to the county board begging 
for oversight. 

Fletcher only filed his challenge at the 
last minute because correctional officers 
were at their wit’s end. Many of his former 
detractors have come around to support 
him; if nothing else, he does acknowledge 
his mistakes. And he’s competent at run¬ 
ning a jail where pre-trial, innocent- 
until-proven-guilty inmates are 
detained at the mercy of the 
county.

4; 

Peter McLaughlin (DFL) 
vs. Angela Conley (DFL) 


No one hates Peter McLaugh¬ 
lin. Well, maybe a few conserva¬ 
tives who can’t sleep, what with 
all the horrifying visions of 
urbanites getting to work on 
a light rail train. Those jerks 
live far outside Hennepin 
County, where McLaughlin 
has steered major transit and 
infrastructure projects since 
joining the board in 1991. 

McLaughlin’s built up a 
legacy of glistening projects, 
devoting funds to the METRO Blue Line 
train. Target Field, and US. Bank Stadium. 
These monuments have quite literally 
changed the landscape and function of 
Minneapolis, which makes up the bulk 
of McLaughlin’s district.

And yet. Critics complain he chases big, 
glamorous projects—see: the still-unrealized 
Southwest Light Rail line—in favor of smaller 
pieces like bus rapid transit, which might 
serve a lot more citizens, dollar-for- 
dollar. Or county road systems: 

Want improvements to Frank¬ 
lin, Penn, Lowry, L 3 mdale, 
or Hennepin Avenues, Stin¬ 
son Boulevard, or Marshall 
Street? (Many do.) It’s Peter 
they have to ask for funding, 
and it doesn’t always material¬ 
ize. Some theorize it’s because 
those little fixes don’t result in 
ribbon-cuttings. Or headlines. 

Now, pour yourself some cool 
water. We have to talk race. No 
person of color has ever held 
a seat in Hennepin County, 
which is currently 20 per¬ 
cent non-white. (That num¬ 
ber’s gonna grow.) What 
would it mean to finally see 
abit of melanin on the board? 

And not just some token. 

Imagine the first to get a 
seat at the table was a single 
mother, a one-time recipient of county ser¬ 
vices who now doles them out as a high- 
ranking county administrator, someone 
who’s worked directly with her city’s oft- 
invisible homeless. That’s Angela Conley, 
the deep-rooted challenger whose hustle 
on the campaign trail denied McLaughlin 
this year’s DFL endorsement; when the 
convention was declared a deadlock, it was 
Conley in the lead. 

Your’re not a monster if you vote for 
Peter McLaughlin, who’s recently taken 
to admitting that he is a 68-year- 
old white man. (And a Princ¬ 
eton man, at that; Conley’s 
degrees are from St. Kate’s 
and Hamline.) McLaughlin 
knows he’s lived a different 
experience than many of his 
less-fortunate constituents. 

He still wants to serve them. 

If he wins again, he could start 
by giving them free Twins and 
Vikings tickets.

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life have a man come on to them, place their 
hand on their shoulder or maybe even their 
thigh, kiss them, and they would rather not 
have it happen,” he once said on the air.

As the country gravitates toward political 
poles, Craig is the rare centrist, unsure about 
“Medicare for all,” and crediting Immigra¬ 
tions and Customs Enforcement (ICE) for 
“an important role in stopping drugs and 
human trafficking.” 

District 2 is where a lot of families go to 
send their kids to good schools and enjoy 
suburban life. The moms in those house¬ 
holds are worried about what kind of world 
their kids will inherit. 

Maybe District 2 decides it’d rather have 
an accomplished woman in power, and that 
men like Lewis shouldn’t have microphones, 
let alone seats in Congress. 

3RD CONGRESSIONAL 
DISTRICT; 

Dean Phillips (DFL) vs. 

Erik Paulsen (GOP) 


Erik Paulsen looks like your friend’s dad 
who’s an eighth-grade algebra teacher. But 
the five-term incumbent actually sucks at 
math. Problem 1: He votes in step with Don¬ 
ald Trump’s position 98 percent of the time. 
During a recent debate, Paulsen insisted 
his mind-meld with the president was no 
big deal because, hey, even Amy Klobuchar 
supports 90 percent of them. 

Erik has the wrong sum: Klobuchar 
only votes with Trump 30 percent of the 
time, and Mr. Paulsen thinks you kids are 
suckers. 

The public could confront Paulsen 
about his deception if he ever answered 
to them. Less than 3 percent of his war 
chest comes from small-dollar individual 
donations, and he went a six-year stretch 
without a town hall meeting. He leaves it 
to young staff to condescend to the senior 
citizens and people with disabilities who 
come knocking at his Eden Prairie office. 
Over their objections, Paulsen voted for 
tax cuts that would raise the national debt 
by $1.5 billion, clearing the way for cuts to 
Social Security and Medicare. 

Challenger Dean Phillips is an heir to 
the Phillips Distilling fortune and recently 
opened Penn/s coffee shops. The political 
novice is earning a reputation for Mark 


Da 5 Ton-ian noblesse oblige, as the rich 
man who turned down a family fortune 
for public service. Phillips wants campaign 
finance reform to cut money’s influence, 
and supports universal health care. 

Republicans fear him. Phillips has weath¬ 
ered more than $7 million worth of baffling 
attack ads, including one that claims he 
was “charged with ignoring sexual harass¬ 
ment.” This indictment actually refers to a 
lawsuit Allina Health nurses filed against 
a doctor in 2007. 

Phillips happened to be serving on the 
hospital board. Yes, and...? The nurses’ 
attorney came out to explain that Phillips 
had nothing to do with the case, pausing 
momentarily to lash Paulsen for exploiting 
her clients’ pain. 

Phillips is untested. Unlike Paulsen, he 
seems super stoked to meet people face 
to face. For now, that’s enough. (The bar’s 
low here, folks.)

Joe Radinovich (DFL) vs. 

Pete Stauber (GOP) 


Consider the childhoods of the two men 
seeking the seat vacated by DFL US. Rep. 
Rick Nolan. 

As a teenager, Joe Radinovich cradled a 
suicidal family member’s head in his hands, 
and saved his life. Then Joe’s mother was 
murdered by her partner, who also killed 
himself If he hadn’t already, Joe grew up 
that year. He faced tragedy, and had to 
learn from pain—turn it into wisdom, as 
the ancient Greeks taught. 

Pete Stauber was a golden-boy hockey 
star, lucky in life, a winner—even if he had 
to cheat to do it, which he did in the 1988 
NCAA Championship Game. Stauber made 
his name on an ice sheet. Radinovich won 
his in the state House of Representatives, 
as an immediately capable and principled 
study of policy and ethics. 

In 2013 Radinovich took a vote to legalize 
gay marriage, knowing it might sacrifice his 
seat.

This Minneapolis company could be the secret reason 
we have some of the country’s best coffee

O ne morning, when you’re 
coherent enough to think 
about it as you dump a 
pile of grounds into the 
percolator, take a look at 
the addresses on the coffee bean bags 
in your pantry. 

Cameron’s Coffee: Shakopee, Min¬ 
nesota. 

Caribou: Minneapolis, Minnesota. 
Dunn Brothers: ditto. 

It’s no accident that Starbucks got its 
start in Seattle, Feet’s is headquartered in 
San Francisco, or that Dunkin’s based out 
of Boston. It’s a simple matter of logistics: 
It’s easier to ship beans to the coasts, so 
many of the country’s most established 
coffee companies are on them. 

But the Twin Cities has a pretty robust 
coffee community itself. Minneapolis 
often nears the top of ‘'best cities for 
coffee lovers” roundups, and places like 
Spyhouse and Dogwood regularly appear 
on “best roasters in America” lists. 

Then, there’s Cafe Imports, which 
turns 25 this year. 

What’s that? You’ve... never heard of 
Cafe Imports? 

It makes sense if you’re as yet unaware 
of the quarter-century-old Twin Cities 
coffee company. This isn’t a coffee shop 
or a roaster, and you wouldn’t have seen 
their logo on bags at Cub. 

Cafe Imports is an importer and 
wholesaler of specialty green coffee. The 
beans they bring in eventually become 
the caffeine in your cup at dozens of 
places around town (Spyhouse, Dunn 
Brothers, True Stone, and Cameron’s 
are all customers), and they distribute 


globally, too. 

“We’re really well-known around the 
whole world,” says Cafe Imports cre¬ 
ative director Andy Reiland. “But being 
business-to-business, people don’t know 
that we’re here, or that we’re really well- 
known for doing what we do in the global 
coffee market.” 

“It’s so Midwestern of us,” their man¬ 
aging editor, Meister, chimes in.

Cafe Imports got its start in 1993, when 
a friend of founder Andrew Miller was 
looking for help bringing beans from 
his family farm in Brazil to the United 


States. Miller saw a bigger opportunity. 
Thanks to his career in fine dining and 
wine, he realized this was better than 
average coffee—and he was willing to 
bet there’d be a market for it up here. 

“There was really good coffee avail¬ 
able, but it was hard to buy because the 
industry was relatively young in gen¬ 
eral, and it hadn’t yet really made its 
way to the Twin Cities at all,” Meister 
explains. “There was, really, nothing in 
the Midwest.” So Miller borrowed money 
from his mother-in-law, and he brought 
a semi-truck container’s worth of beans 
back from his friend’s farm. Then, he got 
in his car and started driving—Chicago, 
Eau Claire, Fargo—sampling and selling 
it, bag by single bag. “Which, at that time, 
was really unheard of.” 

Today, the company sells to roasters 
around the globe. They have an office 
in Berlin and another in Australia. They 
still do business all over Minnesota—it’s 
one of their biggest markets, and they 
distribute to more than 700 different 
roasters in the Midwest and more than 
40 in the Twin Cities metro. 

But their offices are as unassuming 
as the business inside—a signless brick 
building on an out-of-the-way, industrial 
stretch of East Hennepin Avenue in Min¬ 
neapolis. If you weren’t buying beans 
from them, you’d have little reason to 
drop by, or even end up on their website. 
And so. Cafe Imports remains a relative 
unknown, even to many who for whom 
a daily trip to Dunn Brothers is a given. 

On November 3, that’ll change. Because 
a few minutes away from the offices, 
there’s the massive Cafe Imports ware¬ 
house, where more than 8 million pounds 
of coffee is stored in 150-pound bags from

almost 30 different countries: Colombia, 
Brazil, Mexico, Rwanda, Ethiopia. And 
after 25 years quietly contributing to one 
of the best coffee cultures an 3 rwhere, 
they’re opening the doors for the Great 
Coffee Get Together, a day-long, very 
caffeinated party. 

Doomtree’s Sims is DJing. There will 
be live screen-printing, food trucks, and 
coffee education classes. They’ll lead 
demonstrations and tastings, and they’ve 
reached out to more than 55 local roasters 
for a coffee showcase. There’ll be non- 
coffee drinks too (that is: beer), so you 
can balance your uppers and downers. 

And there will be conversations about 
sustainability and sourcing, two things 
that are of supreme importance to this 
group. The Cafe Imports website is full 
of information about the farms they work 
with, with maps, photos, and producer 
profiles of the growers behind the beans. 
‘We’re on the ground; we have relation¬ 
ships with these farmers all over the 
world,” Meister explains. They want that 
relationship to extend to you, the coffee 
drinker, which is why there are videos 
and interviews with farmers, reports on 
exactly where the coffee comes from— 
things you’ll learn about first-hand if you 
check out the party. 

‘We want to open our warehouse and 
invite coffee lovers of the Twin Cities in 
to celebrate our anniversary,” Miller said 
in a statement, “to show people about 
specialty coffee and the work that we do 
at coffee’s origin to support our values, 
and to simply be a good neighbor with 
genuine hospitality.” 

That neighborly part is important, too. 
Meister notes that they’re still pretty small 
for an international company, which is 
by design. It lets them keep the focus on 
producers, so they can take regular trips 
to places like Colombia and Brazil, and 
make a point to connect roasters with the 
people performing the labor that leads to 
your morning latte. If you call the office, 
you talk to a person. 

When I note that Cafe Imports could 
be one of the reasons there’s so much 
high-quality coffee to be had from so 
many great roasters in the Twin Cities, 
Meister is again characteristically Mid¬ 
western: “It’s certainly not by us alone; no 
one company can do that in a vacuum.” 

But that response shouldn’t come as 
a surprise from a company that’s been 
so humble these last 25 years. It’s not 
about them, an 5 rway—if s about the people 
planting and nurturing your coffee, and 
the ones roasting and brewing it for you. 
And it’s exactly aligned with what Meis¬ 
ter thinks Cafe Imports’ goal should be: 
“Helping people invest in one another 
to improve the quality of life for coffee 
producers ever 5 rwhere.” 03

Randy Rainbow is the latest example 
of an overnight sensation years in the 
making. His backstory is familiar: A 
young man moves to New York City, 
in this case from south Florida, to 
pursue a career on Broadway. Instead, 
he winds up with a variety of day jobs 
that include waiting tables and office 
temp work. Then, in an effort to make 
something happen. Rainbow started a 
Broadway blog and began making funny 
videos and posting them to YouTube. 
Then he stumbled on the idea of doing 
political song parodies. Helped by a 
crazy presidential election and an even 
crazier administration, his career has 
taken off Usually wrapped around a 
cleverly edited faux interview, his song 
parodies (still produced in his apartment 
but now much more professional¬ 
looking) gather upward of 30 million 
views.

EGYPT’S SUNKEN CITIES 

MINNEAPOLIS INSTITUTE OF ART 
A blockbuster exhibition of ancient 
artifacts that were almost lost forever 
makes its way to the Minneapolis 
Institute of Art as it tours around the 
world.

HAUNTED ARTHOUSE 

Guadagnino’s Suspiria remake is a lavishly grotesque 
reimagining of an Italian classic

he descriptors ‘"highbrow” 
and “horror remake” rarely 
make their way into the same 
sentence, but that’s exactly 
what Call Me By Your Name 
director Luca Guadagnino is going for in 
Suspiria. Guadagnino’s bold follow-up to 
his Oscar-nominated breakthrough is an 
even more lurid, outlandish reimagining 
of fellow Italian director Dario Argento’s 
1977 classic about a coven of witches who 
run a ballet school. 

Guadagnino, working from a script 
by horror-sawy American screenwriter 
David Kajganich, follows the original story 
beats but so forcefully reinterprets the 
material that he manages to claim familiar 
ground as his own. His ominous aesthetic 
is so overpowering it merits a Kubrick 
comparison, but where The Shining is all 
chilly calculation, Guadagnino’s Suspiria 
is hothouse madness. 

Dakota Johnson is Susie Bannion, an 
American ballet dancer who has crossed 
the Atlantic to Berlin in the hopes of land¬ 
ing a spot in the company with dance guru 
Madame Blanc (Tilda Swinton). Susie gets 
accepted, thanks to the disappearance of 
dancer Patricia (Chloe Grace Moretz), 


but a role in Blanc’s show doesn’t come 
without sacrifice. Literal sacrifice. 

Johnson may play the protagonist— 
and she plays it beautifully—but this is 
Swinton’s showcase. In addition to Blanc, 
whose unknowable genius supplies the 
gravity that keeps the story in orbit, Swin¬ 
ton does a gender-swap by appearing in 
a second role as Dr. Josef Klempferer, 
an aged psychiatrist who bears witness 
to the supernatural. Swinton even fea¬ 
tures in a revoltingly wicked third role 
that constitutes a spoiler all by itself. It’s 
tough to imagine literally any other actor 
pulling this off. 

Suspiria is fussily, self-consciously 
structured, and its ambling pace over the 
course of two and a half hours could be 
construed as indulgent—by people who 
are wrong, that is. 

Suspiria’s strength is its slow-burn- 
surrealism. (Note that earlier Kubrick 
comparison.) This is a film devoted to, 
and dominated by, atmosphere. Call Me 
By Your Name conjured up as much lust 
for the Italian countryside as it did for 
carnal connection. Here too Guadagnino 
lingers over the graceful savagery of a bal¬ 
let performance, which always threaten 
to devolve into body-breaking savagery. 


SUSPIRIA

starts Friday, Uptown Theatre 


The film effortlessly vacillates between 
gorgeous and ghastly. 

The final act descends into full-on horror 
that may put off viewers more accustomed 
to the arthouse than the haunted house. 
Hereditary haters might similarly dismiss 
Suspiria’s conclusion, but the Grand Gui- 
gnol climax is welcome weirdness to those 
who like a little genre-boundary pushing. 

As with Argento’s best work, this new 
Suspiria appreciates that logic and fear 
are unrelated. What frightens us need not 
make sense; in fact, the nonsensical can 
be vastly more unnerving. 

Argento’s primary concerns have long 
been atmosphere and image; if the story 
doesn’t entirely hang together, so be it. 
Guadagnino does the master of Giallo 
cinema proud, swapping out the older 
Italian’s signature bright color palette 
for darker, velvety hues and offering an 
updated, more empowering ending. His 
fidelity remains to the lavish grotesquerie 
and omnipresent sense of dread that haunt 
viewers long after the particulars of the 
plot have faded from memory. 03

Shakespeare goes horror for Halloween

f you go into Theatre Coup d’Etat’s 
new production not knowing much 
about the plot of The Tempest, you 
may leave still not knowing much 
about the plot of The Tempest What 
you’ll gain, though, is an understanding 
of the elemental forces at play in Shake¬ 
speare’s supernatural drama: wind, water, 
spirit, revenge. 

It’s a natural piece for Coup d’Etat to 
tackle. James Napoleon Stone’s company is 
distinguished by physical zeal and a meticu¬ 
lously crafted sense of atmosphere, both 
of which help transform the sanctuary of 
the SpringHouse Ministry Center into a 
haunted island. 

Stone, who directs, positions the audi¬ 
ence very literally in the round. Seats are 
arranged in a single-layer circle, with gaps 
for cast members to move through. They 
do so with such speed and frequency that 
if you cross your legs, you might find your 
foot getting caught in Prospero’s robes. 

A problem with this approach is that in 
the highly reverberant space, with actors 
often facing away from you (sometimes 
clear across the room) as they spool rapidly 
through their dialogue, it can be nearly 
impossible to follow some of the language. 


Props are few and set elements nonex¬ 
istent, so visual cues are largely limited 
to blocking and Mark Kieffer’s swirl¬ 
ing lighting. 

This is a case, then, where unless 
you’re a committed Bard buff, it defi¬ 
nitely pays to dust off your reading 
guide and do a little prep before going 
in. If you do know the story, you can sit 
back and enjoy the energetic perfor¬ 
mances in this satisfyingly immersive 
show. 

Meri Golden strikes a nice balance 
between love and hate as Prospero, the 
stranded magician whose daughter 
Miranda (aluminous Stephanie Ruas) 
knows only their life on an island where 
Prospero has mastered the elements 
and plots to remedy their exile by wed¬ 
ding Miranda to the royal Ferdinand 
(Clay Man Soo). 

This production really belongs to 
two trios of actors who enliven the 
action in very different ways. As the 
pathetic and grotesque Caliban, Craig 
J ames Hostetler joins forces with Madeleine 
Rowe and Kevin F anshaw as Stephano and 
Trinculo, fueled by “celestial liquor” and 
mounting a farcical coup against Prospero. 

While those three carry the comedy.

I saw Fleetwood Mac with my ex-boyfriend’s secret girlfriend

got a Facebook notification in July 
from a stranger named Katie. 

“This message is a long time 
coming,” she began. “I think you 
deserve to know that [REDACTED] 
was not honest to me about how you met 
or your relationship. If you’d like to talk 
about this more in person or wherever, 
no hard feelings and beers are on me.” 

The text thread that followed went on 
for hours, but here’s the upshot: My then- 
partner and Katie had been together a 
few months longer than my then-partner 
and I had. Both of us had been in the 
dark about the other, and we spent hours 
uncovering an extended, elaborate, and 
honestly impressive web of lies meant to 
obscure the other’s relationship. It sure 
was... something. 

Katie, it turned out, was also cool as 
hell, and we had a lot in common: just a 
couple of femmes who were into bikes 
and Hamm’s and ’80s punk. We both had 
two cats, we both loved monster trucks 
and @dasharezOne—and Stevie Nicks. 
And eventually, she said those 19 little 
words every recently cucked gal who 
just learned her “relationship” is actu¬ 
ally a half-year con longs to hear: “So 


the real question now is: Are we going 
to Fleetwood Mac together since I’m 
repossessing [REDACTED’S] birthday 
ticket?” 

Obviously. 

Show me a more metaphorically on- 
the-nose group than the one that penned 
Rumours to soundtrack a friendship forged 
in such a strange emotional chaos. Tell¬ 
ing your girlfriend you’re spending the 
day at Mom’s when you’re actually at 
an amusement park with your other 
girlfriend? How very Christine McVie 
telling John that “You Make Loving Fun” 
was about her dog. The primal, wounded 
anguish of “Go Your Own Way”? That’s 
finding out about the aforementioned 
lie(s), and asking a one-time partner to 
kindly fuck off forever outside of your 
favorite bar. “Don’t Stop” is the willful 
optimism you’ll perform in the weeks 
that follow. 

Months after meeting, Katie and I 
heard all those tracks and then some last 
week at the Xcel Energy Center, during 
a marathon Fleetwood Mac set. 

There’s been lots of speculation follow¬ 
ing Lindsey Buckingham’s abrupt firing 
earlier this year—I don’t have to tell you 
Fleetwood drama in no way stopped post- 


Rumours—and about what his absence 
would mean. Would the Lindsey-less 
lineup trot out his tracks? Would a more- 
is-better approach—subbing in Crowded 
House frontman Neil Finn and former 
Heartbreakers guitarist Mike Campbell— 
help fill Buck’s black blazer? Will it still 
be worth it? 

The answer is yes, to ever 5 Thing. 

These songs, spread over two and a half 
hours, sound as good as I can imagine them 
sounding. The first notes of opener “The 
Chain” have a direct line to the heart even 
now. The harmonies on every “Rhian- 
non” chorus will make you shudder, then 
decide to start a coven. Stevie took over 
“Black Magic Woman”—best known as a 
Santana song, yes, but written by Mac’s 
Peter Green. Hearing it retold through a 
female lens instead of a man’s, you wish 
it had been that way to start. 

And Nicks must have black magic in 
her pocket—how else could her voice 
sound so incredible? Somehow better 
with time, as warm and tough and soft as 
worn leather, and as comfortable to slide 
back over yourself no matter the year? 

Some of the show has aged less grace¬ 
fully, sure. The fractal ’90s video effects 
playing behind the band, for instance. And

Mick Fleetwood’s extended, obligatory 
solo during “World Turning,” with the 
camera zooming in on his passionate but 
terrifying eyeballs as his body repeats 
outward toward infinity, recalls a Tim 
and Eric segment. But people were... into 
it? I... think? 

Does it stack up to the Mac’s glory 
days? I mean, hard for me—a 27-year- 
old catching them for the first time in 
2018—to say. (Hey, if you’re reading a 
review that started “I sawFleetwood Mac 
with my ex-bo 3 df iend’s secret girlfriend” 
expecting a note-by-note unpacking of 
Finn’s harmonizing vs. Buckingham’s, I 
really can’t help you.) 

I can tell you they sure as hell are going 
to make you feel something. 

Fleetwood Mac’s always been more 
about the women for me an 5 rway. “The 
Christine McVie songs are some of my 
favorites,” Katie says during “Say You 
Love Me,” because of course they are. 
And the lionization of McVie and Nicks 
in the classic-rock canon, in an era when 
so few women got any recognition, says 
to me that’s true for a lot of people. 

I recognize Buckingham wrote an awful 
lot of classic songs, but, respectfully, those 
songs have already been written. What’s 
left to do now is get out on the road and 
play them. For someone like me who’s 
clearly quite adept at taking other people’s 
anguish and making it about their own 
life, the thesis of the show couldn’t have 
been more clear: Sometimes you just have 
to keep moving. 

Which is exactly what Nicks told Rolling 
Stone earlier this year, after announcing 
the split with Buckingham. They were 
supposed to rehearse for this six-month 
behemoth of a tour in June, and he wanted 
to wait until November 2019. “That’s a 
longtime,” she said. “I just did 70 shows 
[on a solo tour]. As soon as I finish one 
thing, I dive back into another. Why would 
we stop? We don’t want to stop playing 
music. We don’t have anything else to 
do. This is what we do.” 

I had to marvel at these musicians, 
who have weathered so much together 
throughout their 40-plus-year career. 
Aw, was a bartender you met last year 
dishonest with you about his feelings? I 
could just see Stevie shrugging beneath 
her shawl, then pla 5 dng the world’s saddest 
song on the world’s smallest tambourine. 

Every tortured lyric said: 
“Buck(ingham) up, buttercup—it can 
get a whole lot weirder and worse. We 
took our emotional trauma and aired 
it publicly, turning possibly the worst 
romantic implosion a group of people 
has traversed collectively into some of 
the best records of all time. 

‘What are you going to do with yours?” 03

I ’m a 40-year-old married straight 
woman. I gave birth to our first kid in 
2015 and our second earlier this year. 
My perineum tore and was stitched 
both times. I have not been able to 
have sex with penetration since having our 
second child. My OB/GYN said I’m ‘'a little 
tighter now” due to the way the stitching 
was performed. My husband is very well 
endowed and I can’t imagine how on earth 
I’m ever going to get that thing back in 
me, let alone enjoy it. We have a history 
of pretty hot sex and I really miss it. I’ve 
been searching online for some sex toys to 
help me. I’ve never used sex toys before. I’ve 
always been able to have thrilling orgasms 
easily without any devices. I still can with 
manual stimulation. But I want to have 
sex with my husband. I’m confused and 
I just don’t know what I need to help me 
open back up and get through the pain. 
Please help! 

THANKS IN ADVANCE 


"Unfortunately, this situation is very 
common—but luckily there are options 
to help her get her groove back,” said Dr. 
Rachel Gelman, a pelvic floor physical 
therapist at the Pelvic Health and Reha¬ 
bilitation Center (pelvicpainrehab.com). 

Also sadly common: OB/GYNs shrug¬ 
ging off concerns like yours, TIA. 

‘T see that all the time,” said Gelman. 
“Part of the problem is that the pelvic 
floor/muscles aren’t on most doctors’ 
radar. That’s due to many factors—cough, 
cough, insurance companies, cough, our 
dysfunctional health care system, cough— 
but to water it down, it’s the OB/GYN’s 
job to get someone through pregnancy 
and deliver a healthy baby. And when 
that’s accomplished, the feeling is their 
job is done.” 

But so long as you’re not able to have and 
enjoy PIV sex with your hung husband, 
TIA, there’s still work to do. 

“TIA needs to see a pelvic floor physi¬ 
cal therapist,” said Dr. Gelman. “A good 
PT would be able to assess and treat any 
pelvic floor dysfunction, which is often 
the primary cause or a contributing factor 
for anyone experiencing pain with sex, 
especially after childbirth.” 

At this point Gelman began to explain 
that pushing a living, breathing, scream-

ing human being out of your body is an 
intense experience and I explained to 
Gelman that I’ve had to push a few living, 
breathing, screaming human beings out of 
my body, thank you very much. Gelman 
clarified that she was talking about “the 
trauma of labor and delivery,” something 
with which I have no experience. 

“Labor and delivery can have a signifi¬ 
cant impact on the pelvic floor muscles, 
which can cause a myriad of symptoms,” 
said Gelman. Pain during PIV sex sits high 
on the list of those symptoms. 

“The fact that TIA had tearing with the 
deliveries means she most likely has scar 
tissue, and a PT would again be able to treat 
the scar to help decrease any h 5 ^omobil- 
ity and hypersensitivity,” said Gelman. “A 
pelvic floor specialist can also instruct her 
in a home program, which may include 
stretches, relaxation techniques, and dila¬ 
tors—dilators are graduated cylinders that 
are inserted vaginally to help stretch the 
vaginal opening and promote relaxation 
of the pelvic floor.” 

A set of “graduated cylinders” is essen¬ 
tially “a bouquet of dildos,” TIA. You start 
with the smallest dilator/dildo, inserting 
it every day until you can insert it with¬ 
out any pain or discomfort, and then you 
“graduate” (nudge, nudge) to the next 
“cylinder” (wink, wink). You can order 
a set of dilators online, TIA, but Gelman 
wants you to And a doc that specializes 
in sexual medicine first. 

“There are some good medical associa¬ 
tions that she can check out for resources 
and to help locate a provider in her area,” 
said Gelman. “The websites of the Inter¬ 
national Society for the Study of Women’s 
Sexual Health (ISSWSH), the International 
Society for Sexual Medicine (ISSM), and 
the International Pelvic Pain Society (IPPS) 
are where she should start.”
